MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT 1 DCI’» Pr«t«nt»tlon to th« Pro*ld»nt*8 Forolgn Intelligonce 
Advisory Board. Wadnasday. 26 June 1963 

PRESENT: From tha Board- -Mr. Clifford, Chairman; Mr. Paca; 

Dr. Bakar (part tlma); Dr. Land; Dr. Laagor; Gan. Doollttlaj 
Mr. Gray; Mr. Coyna; Mr. Aih. From CIA-Mr. Kirkpatrick 


1. Mr. Clifford opanad tha meatlng by walcomlag tha DCI and advis- 
ing that tha Board had dacidad to adopt a naw systam on matters which 
cmxcamad tham. Henceforth Board members will telephone either 
Mr. Cltlford or Mr. Coyne and tall them of items -which concern them, and 
Mr. Clifford or Mr. Coyna will then immediately attempt to look into these 
matters. Mr. Clifford then referred to tha list of eight items which he had 
asked the DCI to consider and to give the Board a report on each of these. 


2. Mr. McCone advised the Board that he was prepared to report on 
each of the eight items which Mr. Clifford had given him, and in addition 
had certain Items which he wished to raise with the Board. 


3. The first item concerned the orfpmlaatlon, management, control 
mnA operatton of the scientific, research and technological acttvltles of the 
CIA. Mr. McCone stated that after careful study of the scientific ^d 
technical organieatlon of CIA and its assets In these fields, he had decided 
to create a Deputy Directorate for Research and pUce under It those 
operational matters, particularly NRO, which had previously ^en under 
the DD/P. He had ^ven careful consideration to the location of both TSD 
end OSI, and had ccnna to the conclusion tiiat because the considerable 
interface between TSD and the DD/P. and because of the primary responsi- 
bilities of OSI lor substantive research and analysis on scien^lc ^tt^s 
and its close relationship to the rest of DD/I, It should be left in the DD/1 
area rather than placing It under DD/R. 
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Is ox’d«r to ftcMovo a, cloio int«rrelition»hi|» and axchange 
betw««n t3»# aciaatiflc and technical tmitc not under the DD/R, Mr. McCone 
•aid he had created a Research and Develof»ment Review Board under the 
chalrmaaehip cl the Deputy Director ci Central Intelligence. Thi* Board 
hae repretentatikOn on it from tibe Office of Communications, which eni^ges 
in research and development in the specific and specialised communications 
fields, NPIC, which has RfcD in its area, TSD and OSI, as well as DD/R. 

Mr. McCone said that, as the Board probably knew. Dr. Sco- 
ville had already left the Agency. He said i^s was a matter of great regret 
to him inasmuch as he had doom his very best to persuade Scoville to remain, 
and over the past year Scoville had tendered his resignation on at least four 
different occasions. Scoville had insisted that he should have full control 
ever OSI and TSD, and did not believe that a device such as the Research and 
Development Review Board was sufficient to achieve the coordination and 
control that was necessary. In fact, Scoville had refused to chair this Board 
even though it was appropriate for the DD/R rather than the DDCI to chair 
the Board, and Mr. McCone stated that in the future the DD/R would be the 
chairman of this Board. Mr. McCone said that Dr, ScovUle hoped to remain 
in Government, and that he hoped to be able to assist Dr. Scoville in this 
regard. 


Mr. McCone then summarised tiie activities of the DD/R area, 
pointing out that it would develop substantive research and development In a 
broad area and that this activity alone was budgeted for at the rate of 

in 1964. In addition, the Office of Special Activities runs 
such major operations as the U-E, CORONA, OXCART and TAGBOARD. 

The Office of ELINT has pulled together all of the ELINT activities that had 
formarly been dispersed in various components <d the Agency. Finally, the 
DD/R would have the Research and Development Review Board. 

The DCI advised that he Imd changed the constitution and orgimiBa- 
tion of the Scientific Advisory Board which had previously been under the 
chairmanship of the late Admiral DaFlorea. Ha said the Board had been 
useful but that he felt it could be much more useful. He said tiiat he had 
asked Dr. Augustus Kinael, Vice President of the ITnicm Carbide Company, 
to become chairman of a new Scientific Advisory Board which would report 
to him persooally. He said tiiat Dr. Kinael will be here this week for pre- 
liminary discussions, and tiien will spend two or three weeks surveying the 
scientific and tachnical effort and selecting a panel o£ names for inclusion 
on the Board. Many of the Board members will be chosen from the DeFlorea 
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Boafd and, In addition, n«w discipllnea will be Includad. Th® Board will 
report to the DCI but thie will be through the DD/R eo that that office will 
be fully brought into the activities of the Board. He eald that he thought 
the Board would probably meat four timet a year, at does the General 
Advisory Committee of the AEC. 


Mr. McCone then commented that since 1 January 1962 OSI 
had I ^consultants in the scientific and technical fiel d who w ere 

individuals of high caliber. In addition, OSI had recruited , I staff 

officers w ith scie ntific and technical education while DD/R had| J 

for a total While there had been some losses in those areas, this 

represented a not gala. He noted that intelligence was becoming more and 
more dependent on scientific means and thus the requirement for recruiting 
able personnel.

Mr. McCone tiien reminded the Board that at the last meeting 
he had told them he was organising a panel under Dr. Purcell to study the 
over-all implications satellite reconnaissance. He said the panel had 
met and that he had met with them and tentatively discussed some of their 
findings and conclusions. He said that he thought the meetings were useful 
and the report was now being circulated to the panel for agreement prior 
to publication, and that he did not wish to report further on it at this time 
but would send a copy to the Board. He said that Dr. Fubini had been on 
the panel as had been Dr. Land, and that Dr. Fubini had reported to the 
DCI and to Secretary McNamara that ho thought it was a very worthy effort. 

General Doolittle asked if the Director had obtained a replace- 
ment for Dr. Scovllle. Mr. McCone replied that he had offered the position 
to Dr. Wheelon who was now studying the oripmisatlon and activities of 
DD/R. Ho mentioned that Dr. Wheelon was deep In the work of the Office 
of Scientific Intelligence which he had reorganised and was expanding, and 
had been very effective in this activity.
